A STRIKE ROMANCE. 


MARTIN IRONS HEARS -FROM A SISTER 
AFTER MANY YEARS’ SEPARATION. 


A Fortune Awaiting the Master Workman of 
District Assembly 101—The Portrait in the 
New Nork World“ Leads to an Agreeable 
Discovery.

NEw Tonk, April 13.—One romantic feature 
of the great railroad strike in the West is the 
discovery by Mrs. O'Loughlin of Brooklyn 
that Martin Irons, the Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Board of the Knights of Labor, is her

Martin Irons having finished at 20 years of 


native town, Dundee, Scotland, left his home 


short residence in this city he went West, 
obtaining employment at his trade in 

n, Ky. After he had been absent from 
his native land two years his sister 
Jessie paid him a visit and returned to this 
city, where she married Michael J. O’Lough- 
Un, a tallor, in 1856. The Irons family were 
pretty well off in Scotland, and the mother, 
from a desire to see her son Martin, also paid 
him a visit which lasted about nine months, 
at the end of which time she returned home to 
her native country. After he settled in Lex- 
ington, Martin regularly corresponded with 
his relatives in Scotland and his sister in New 
York. After some.time the letters from Mar- 
tin ceased. Nothing was thought of it as it 
was considered that the war that had broken 
out had prevented him from writing. Still, 
efforts were made to reach him by 
letter, but without success, and the 
family then came to the conclusion 


that he had been killed in the war. In the 
spring of 1873 Mrs. Irons, who had converted 
her real estate into —— made a will giving to 
her children the * Shortly after the 
making of the will, Mrs. Irons died suddenly 
of heart disease. ‘One curious circumstance 
connected with her burial was that some mem- 
ber of the family insisted that the body be 
carefully searched, as it was thought that 
Irons had 
CONCEALED CONSIDERABLE MONEY ABOUT HER. 
This was objected to,and it has since been 
thought by some members of the family that a 
s sum of money was buried with the re- 
mains. In order to robate the will, it 
Was necessary that 1 the heirs should 
be represented. William, a son, had 
come to this country and was employed in an 
upholstery store in this city. He replied he 
was satisfied with the terms of the will. 
Search was again made for Martin, but with 
the same result, and James, another son, who 
was named as executor, decided to divide the 
estate according to the terms of the will, the 
four children taking a fifth as their share and 
another fifth being held in trust for Martin, 
should he ever be discovered alive. William, 
who had been in this city, settled his affairs 
and started to return to Scotland, but after 
being out three days he died, his remains be- 
ing buried at sea.

Roads Over the River Doing 
Their Best to Resume. 


New Hands Hard to Get and Old 
Hands Scarce. 


The Situation on the East Side To-Day—Cor- 
oner Nidelet Holding an Inquest on ©. H. 
Thompson’s Remains—Testimony of the 
Deputy Sheriffs—The Inquest in East St. 
Louls—Men Brought From Terre Haute 
Refuse to Go to Work—A Warrant in Texas 
for Martin Lrons—News from Points on the 
Gould System. 


The inactivity of the strikers since last 
Saturday has left the making of news con- 
cerning the labor, trouble almost en- 
tirely to the railroad companies, 
all of whom are doing their utmost to 
secure men and resume traffic. On the other 
side the O., B. & O. has its old men again at 
work, but the other roads find it difficult to 
secure new men and next to hopeless to 
coax back the old ones. The situation may be 
expressed in these few words: New hands 
are scarce and old hands are 
scarcer. The Vandalia brought twenty-five 
line repairers from Terre Haute this morning 
to work as truckmen at their platform in East 
St. Louls, but when they got there twenty- 
three of the number refused to 
work, saying they had been promised 
$2.50aday andtheir board while the strike 
continued, which terms the agent at East St. 
Louis refused to recognize. The military are 
still across the river, and the duration 
of their stay will be determined to-morrow by 
Gov. Oglesby. At Palestine, Tex., Judge Par- 
dee is to-day trying strikers for contempt 
of court in interfering with trains. 
At Denison a warrant was out for Martin Irons 
who skipped by the light of the moon. At Mar- 
shall Receivers Brown and Sheldon are having 
a conference with a committee of citizens. 
News from other points along the Gould sys- 
tem indicate a quiet and eventless day.

EAST Sr. LOUIS. 


Work in Various Yards—Saloon-Keepers Ob- 
ject—The Situation. 

A trip over the various railroad yards and 
through the depots at East St. Louis to-day 
showed the following condition of affairs: At 
the O., B. & Q. the majority of the old men 
have gone to work. The road 
officials claim that all but three 
have resumed their posts. The strikers 
peony that so large a number have resumed, 
but it is certain that some of the old men are 
working. At Cc. 4 „ Yardmaster 
Geo. Bennett said that none of the old men had 
returned, but thatthe work was progressing 
with a sufficient force from the line and else- 
where. One train was sent east at ll a. m. and 
two more would be ready to go out this after- 
noon. Three trains bad been received. 

At the O. &{M. yards Agent Davidson said that 
none ofthe old men had come back. There 
was arumor tothe contrary yesterday, but it 
was nottrue. Three switch engines were at 
work with a force of non-union men who had 
applied, and the business of the company was 
being handled eatisfactorily. 

The Vandalia was working two switch en- 

ines with crews recruited from the outside. 

his was hardly sufficient to run the business, 
but a gang of roadmen, sometwelvein num- 
ber, were brought in this morning, and will 
fill the places of the strikers, at least for the 
present. 

The roads south of the bridge are not doing 
their work. Atew new men have been en- 

aged, but the force is by no means adequate. 
The majority of the switch engines are idle. 
This is true of the L. & N., I. & St. L. and 
Cairo Short Line. 

The officials say they can get all the men 
they need but as a matter of fact the work is 
not being done. 

Business is practically waiting upon the 
Governor’s action in reference to the militia. 
The roads have been asked by the Governor to 
make a statement of their conditions at St. 
Louis station and the effect of the military 
upon the resumption of traffic. 

THE MEN AFRAID. 

Col, Smith, who commands the levee forces, 
said toa PosST-DISPATCH reporter that both 
the new men who would ‘be willing to work 
and such of the strikers who might desire to go 
back are afraid to do 30, not that the pro- 
tection is insufficient, but because hey 
fear a withdrawal of the militia in a 
few days, in which case they would have cause 
to regret their return to work. In the Colonel’s 
opinion the troops should either be increased 
and kept on the ground or withdrawn now: 
The Governer will probably express himself on 
that point to-day.

The body of James Scollard was taken to 
the other side of the river this afternoon, and 
three witnesses who saw him fall when shot 
were sworn over the body. He was shot in 
the leg, while standing near the bridge in the 
fusilade of Friday, and died at the hospital in 
St. Louis, where he was taken when the crowd 
returned to the scene of the shooting. Scol- 
lard was but 18 years old and came from Stam- 
tord, Conu. He was a laborer. 

This afternoon Thomas Murray, who was 
also shot in the leg, is reported sinking, and 
it is considered doubtful whether he will re- 
oover or no. 

Cass Jones, who received a ball in the thigh, 
has, in expectation of death, made an ante- 
mortem statement, is still living, but in a 
very precarious condition, and hardly ex- 
pected to survive the night.

THE THOMPSON INQUEST. 


Hewlett and His Deputies Explain the Kill- 
ing on the Bridge. 

At ll o’clock this morning Coroner Nidelet 
began the inguest on OC. H. Thompson, the 
man killed on the bridge Friday by the East 
St. Louls Deputy Sheriffs when they 
were retreating to this side of the

He ex- 
plained his connection with the L. & N. road 
as Deputy Sheriff. Witness could not positively

hit the Mayor over the head, but the blow fell 
short and struck him onthe shoulder, When 
the deputies got away they fired several 
shots.

VITAL MODIFICATIONS TO BE MADE IN THE 
HOME-RULE BILL. 


The Premier Misrepresented—Davitt’s De- 
nial—Harcourt Opposed to Any Change— 
The Bartlett Poisoning Case—Turkey to the 
Powers—The Balkans—Foreign News. 


Cablegram to the Post- 

Lonpor, April 13.—As I cabled last night, 
vital modifications have been determined 
upon in the home rule bill. Gladstone was 
misreported as calling the exclusion of Irish 
members from Westminster and the fiscal 
unity two vital and essential proposi- 
tions.’’

England’s attempts to convert the Irish 
people into submissive and loving sub- 
jects have followed one beaten track from 
the dark ages down to the present day—a 
track strewn with grisly horrors and 
ghastly failures. She has tried every form 
of coercion and repression, all the tortures 
of proscription and confiscation that 
cruel ingenuity could invent. She 
has even tried homeopathic doses 
of conciliation and concession in the 
shape of Catholic emancipation, church 
disestablishment and fairer  repre- 
sentation in the Imperial Parliament, 
and all without avail: The Irish remain 
unassimilated, as instinctively hostile as 
ever to alien legislation in local affairs, 
and genuine home rule remains the one 
thing that Ireland has always demanded 
and England has never conceded as the 
simple price of Irish loyalty to the Em- 
pire. 

The fact that Ireland had a Parhament. 
formerly, which failed to give her peace 
and good government, is cited by the op- 
ponents of home rule asa demonstration 
of the unfitness of her people for self-gov- 
ernment. And when its failure is ex- 
plained by the fact that it represented not 
the Irish people, but a small Protestant 
minority, a privileged class of alien origin 
and feeling, we are told that a Parliament 
elected by the real people of Ireland 
would not be loyal as the old one was, and 
would think: of nothing but separation 
and absolute independence. 

This is not argument nor reason; itis 
but the stereotyped expression of British 
distrust of the Irish as Irish—a prejudice 
handed down from generation to genera- 
tion, indurated by thestrife that has gone 
on for centuries. Perhaps British opinion 
cannot rise at once above such a preju- 
dice. Butthere is a new constituency 
owing its enfranchisement to innovation, 
and it should be inclined to broaden and 
strengthen the base of popular self-gov- 
ernment by trying even upon the Irish 
the home rule that is safely accorded to 
dependencies many thousand miles fur- 
ther away and much more capable of as- 
serting and maintaining their independ- 
ence than Ireland would be.

THE INNOCENT SUFFERER. 

Mr. Goutp intimates that he might 
agree to arbitration with strikers if his 
losses from the strike could be set off 
against their grievances and they could 
be made collectively responsible for all the 
incidents and consequences of their strike. 
Mr. Goutp evidently feels that the law 
does not protect him as it should from the 
discontents of labor. Heand his roads 
have now only the same lawful 
protection that common people have 
in suits for damages and in prose-' 
cutions for malicious mischief and 
crimes; and though State and Federal 
courts and officials with police, militia 
and posse comitatus are at his service, to 
the great cost of the public, he considers 
himself more assailable than common 
folks, and, therefore, entitled to extraor- 
dinary protection in his dealings with dis- 
satjsfied employes. There is another suf- 
ferer by this strike, however, for whom 
he demands no additional protection and 
whose losses he does not think of 
having arbitrated. The chief suffer- 
er and the most innocent sufferer 
from Mr. Govutp’s failure to operate 
his roads isthe general public. There is 
no provision or process of law for the ar- 
bitration or adjudication of its claim 
against him, which is just to the full ex- 
tent of his responsibility for the ooour- 
rence and duration of the stoppage of 
railroad service. The public should take 
care of itself first in these cases, and the 
first amendment of the laws suggested by 
this strike is some provision to protect the 
public by holding railroads responsible in 
ample damages for every stoppage caused 
or protracted by the recklessness, the self - 
ishness, the obstinacy or the stock-job- 
bing schemes of the managers.

MR. PULITZER’S RESIGNATION, 


A Letter of Explanation to the Voters of the 
Ninth Congressional District. 
From the New York World. 

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer yesterday forwarded to 
the Secretary of State, at Albany, his resigna- 
tion as Representative of the Ninth New York 
District in Congress. In the following letter 
to the voters of the Ninth District he gives hig 
reasons therefor: 


To the Voters of the Ninth Congressional District of 

New York: 

In resigning the honor of representing you 
in the House of Representatives, I deem it be- 
coming to make @ frank statement of the 
causes compelling me soto act. When, un- 
sought and unexpected, the nomination was 
tendered to me by citizens of the district, I at 
first declined it, I stated then that it seemed 
impossible for me to attend to the duties of a 
Representative in Congress without serious 
neglect of the exacting labors in connection 
with my newspapers. But the gentlemen who 
tendered the nomination insisted and pre- 
sented persuasive arguments. They said that 
more than a year would elapse after the eleo- 
tion before the time would come to take my 
seat. They urged that in the meantime my 
affairs might be arranged so as to permit my 
absence from my newspaper, With much 
misgiving, I finally yielded. I told them, 
however, that if it should prove impossible 
for me to fully perform my double duties to 
the public, I should certainly resign. I ap- 
preciate your great kindness in conferring 
your suffrages upon me. The privilege of 
rendering public service in a parliamentary 
career Ifullyesteem. But Iam overwhelmed 
with work. The conduct of my newspaper 
absorbs all my time. After actual trial, I find 
that Ihave neglected my duties here without 
doing full justice to myself or my duties as 
your representative. It is, in short, impossi- 
ble to be both in Washington and New York 
at the same time. Unwilling to hold the 
honors of a seat in Congress without fully 
observing all the expectations attached to it, 
I hereby return to you the trust which yon so 
generously confided to me. I do so with 
gratitude for your confidence and suffrages, 
given so soon after I became identified with 
the city. I do sa, too, with the feeling that 
there are others far more capable than myself 
of properly representing your interests at 
Washington, and not fettered with imperative 
occupation in this city. 1 do so, also, with the 
thought that the seat I resign still leaves me 
another which will give me an opportunity to 
render the Ninth District some service in the 
treatment of all public questions affecting it 
and the general welfare. JOSEPH PULITZER.

THE GAS BUBBLE. 


INNER HISTORY OF -THE PHILADELPHIA 
SYNDICATE’S GAS SCHEME. 


How Stock of the St. Louis Gaslight Company 
Was Secured—Shrewd Methods Adopted to 
Bear the Market—The Formation of the Gas 
Trust—The Position of Water-Gas Stock- 
holders to the Trust. 


There wag a good deal of quiet fun in gas 
and stock circles to-day over the disclosure 
of the position in which the local holders of 
Water Gas stock find themselves with refer- 
ence to the gas trust which will be 
consummated within a few weeks. 
There is not much confidence placed in the 
statement of Mr. Dwight Tredway that the 
members ofthe Philadelphia syndicate, who 
have so cleverly saved themselves without re- 
gard to the skins of their local associates, will 
make an amicable arrangement. Those 
men, said a gas man, are as cold as steel 
and are not likely to regard themselves as 
guardians of others if itis going to cost them 
anything. The chances are that 
the company: will be foreclosed 
for the floating debt of $140,000 and the bill be 
wiped out of existence.

ANOTHER CABLE ROAD. 


BROADWAY TO HAVE RAPID TRANSIT FROM 
END TO END. 


The St. Louis Railroad Company Contem- 
plating the Stracture of a Cable Road, 
Which Is to Cost $140,000 a Mile—That Is if 
the Thoroughfare Be Put in the Proper Con- 
dition—A Talk with Mr. Christian Peper. 


Ever since the proposed introduction of 
rapid transit roads running from the extreme 
northern to the extreme southern end of the 
city, the stockholders of the St. Louis Rail- 
road, or the Fifth street line, have been figur- 
ing upon building a road to answer the samo 
purposes along the line of their present route 
from Bremen, south on Broadway to Elm and 
straight down Broadway to the junction of the 
St. Louis and South St. Louis roads.

Gundlach, the chairman of the Committee on 
Railroads of the House of Delegates, in the 
course of a conversation at the City Hall to- 
day, said that Mr. Christian Peper, President 
of the St. Louis Railroad had informed him 
that that company contemplated the con- 
struction of a cable railroad, which they pro- 


posed to run from a point some distance be- 
yond Grand avenue on the north to the south- 
ern terminus of the road. He said that Mr. 
Peper had received figures as to the cost of 
such aroad, and had told him thatin case 
Broadway could be put in the kind of a condi- 
tion under which the operation of a cable road 
would be possible, that the company would 
undoubtedly build it. To verify Mr. Gund- 
lach’s statement, a PoOsST-DISPATCH reporter 
called on Mr. Peper this afternoon at his office, 
on Main and Morgan streets. 

This matter is nota new one with us.“ said 
Mr. Peper, leaning back in his chair. ‘‘Since the 
cable road was first built in Chicago, we have 
been figuring upon the possibilities ofasimilar 
structure on our present route, and the stock- 
holders have come tothe conclusion that it can 
be done. At present, however, we think ita 
little premature for publication.’’ 

‘*‘What was the result of your inquiries?’’ 

In the first place we found that we could 
build a cable road on Broadway for $70,000 a 
mile; that is, with asingle track, and for just 
double that amount, or 

40,000 A MILE 
with a double track. Of course, 
would be a double track. 

And have you concluded to build the 
road?’’ 

We undoubtedly will if we can get the 
street in the right condition. You see we have 
a clear stretch of seven anda half miles from 
end to end of the route without curves or 
sharp turns and the road seems fitted by 
nature for just such a structure. We first cal- 
culated upoh building an electric road but so 
little satisfaction was had from all the experi- 
ments conducted in this line,the country over, 
that it occurred to us that electricity could not 
be made to answer forthe purpose. We have 
kept very quiet about the project for the reason 
that we have seen so many affairs of this kina 
puffed and talked up that we did not want to 
announce our intention until we were certain 
that it would not end in smoke.“ 

What is your objection to the present con- 
dition of the street?“ 

„Well, the road is a little off 6 although 
that does not interfere materially with a cable 
road, but the main objection isthe mud. The 

ulverized rock would inevitably find its way 

ntothe grip slot and accumulating in the 
trough beneath would wear out the cable. 
This would cause an amountof trouble the 
8 public does not understand. The first 
be done would be to put na new line of 
cable and that would mean $40,000. The only 
thing we consider in the case is the interest of 
the city, the people and our own, of course.’’ 

„And how do you propose to remedy the 
objection ?’’ 

That is a very easy matter and — 
disposed of. The street can be paved with any 
good material sufficiently compact to keep o 
the mud. Wecould then go on and build. 

In case this obstacle is overcome you will 
build the road?’’

It is understood that Mr. Peper and his com- 
pany will introduce their bill in the beginning 
of the new session or the Municipal Assembly.

REPAIRING PROMPTLY ATTENDED TO 


LABOR AND LABORERS. 


WHAT THE WORKINGMEN ARE DOING TO 
BETTER THEIR CONDITION. 


Good Prospects forthe Summer Season—La- 
borers and Employers Compromising on 
Nine Hours a Day—Labor Notes. 


There are 182 local unions in the Brother- 
hood of Carpenters, of which thirteen are in 
the South and composed of colored Carpenters. 
In Canada the Brotherhood has a strong hold. 


The number of unemployed in New York 
City is estimated at 50,000, or less than one- 
half the usual number. The estimated num- 
ber of idle wageworkers in the United States 
is 800,000 

A Fitchburg, (Mass.) firm has just secured 
an order for 500,000 projectiles from the En- 
glish Government. Some of the most sup- 
stantial men of England are members of the 
company. 

Organized labor will bring a strong influence 
to bear upon Congress to pass Senator Biair’s 
bill to incorporate trades-unions. The Feder- 
ation of Labor is taking the lead in this move- 
ment, andthe National Association of iron- 
workers, miners, cigarmkers, coopers and 
other crafts have promised their support. 

A good many New England textile manu- 
facturers are improving their plants, putting 
in new machinery, buying stock, taking 
orders and preparing for a big fall produc- 
tion. Several new knitting mills are prajected 
in New York, in spite of the complaints of no 
profit. 

The moulding of car wheels by machinery is 
likely to attract widespread attention among 
railroad men. A machine has been made at 
Scranton by which 600 wheels can be completed 
inten hours. By the old process two men 
made eighteen wheels ina day, after which 
axle wheels had to be bored. A company has 
been organized to push the manufacturing. 


There were sixteen bidders for the Howk- 
burry Bridge,in New South Wales. Fourteen of 
these were from Great Britain and Europe and 
two from this side, the firms being the Union 
Bridge Company of Buffalo, and the Edge- 
moor Iron Company of Wilmington, Del: The 
Union Company took the plum. It isto bea 
double-track railway consisting of seven 
steel trusses, each 415 feet long. The piers 
will go 170 feet below low-water mark. 


The hardware manufacturers of the United 
States are making $2,000,000 worth of hard- 
ware — week, including firearms, agricul- 
tural implements, nails and ornamental iron 
work. Connecticut makes about one-third. 
Foreign countries send us about as much ina 
year as we make ina week. A great deal of 
money is being put into hardware establish- 
ments, and the export of hardware ‘‘ Yankee 
notions’’ is increasing. 

The architects report very little interference 
with projected work. Some few orders are 
held in abeyance, but the builders are crowd- 
ing along with an abundance of contract work 
on hand, though inafew cases work is held 
back. Building material of all kinds is selling 
at about last year’s prices. The brick-making 
capacity is being increased, and brick-makers 
say prospects were never more favorable. 
Many ofthem have contracts enough on hand 
to run them through the season. 


The miners throughout the West are ex- 
tremely anxious that their employers should 
accept the Columbus basis, butitis evident 
that they will have some difficulty in inducing 
them to liveuptoit. The employing miners 
are picking flaws in it, and fear that they will 
loose trade if they endeavor to enforce it. The 
annual State Convention of Pennsvivania 
Miners will be held at Altoona, date not yet 
fixed. The advance demanded has been 

ranted in several mines. The miners of 
ndiana, Lilinois and Missouri are working 
actively but quietly toward a more compact 
organization, in order that ar! may hereafter 
co-operate with railroaders, should it be nec- 
essary. 

Aside from the Southwestern railroad strike 
the general industrial condition of the coun- 
try has materially improved. The number of 
persons on strike has been decreased 25 per 
cent; higher wages have been conceded in a 
large number of manufacturing establish- 
ments; more er is at work, and manu- 
facturers give more hopeful reports than last 
week. Inthe East but a small fraction of its 
— labor army is on strike. Advances have 

een conceded by manufacturers, especially 
in the textile branches. They report a fair 
influx of spring orders. The machine shops 
are, as a rule, making better time and are 
turning out a larger volume of mechanical 

roducts than for over two years. Tools, 
athes, shaftings, pulleys, saws, builders’ 
hardware and small boilers and engines are 
being turned out to flli urgent orders for early 
delivery. 

Most trades throughout the country seem to 
have compromised upon a nine-hour instead 
of an eight-bour oor from * 1. Last 
Wednesday the building trades of Brooklyn 
adopted the nine-hour basis. Most of the 
trades in Chicago and this city have done the 
same. The master builders of Washington 
will not accede to the eight-hour day, but the 
labor unions have considered the subject and 
intend to niake the effort. They have strong 
financial backing. The Cleveland bricklayers 
employed by the Standard Oil Company have 
advanced wages from $3.25 to $3.50 per day,and 
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have reduced the hours of labor from ten to 
nine. There will be no effort in Trenton to 
enforce the eight-hour rule, as tne times are 
not ripe for such a movement there. In Cin- 
cinnati most of the organizations have resolved 
to work only eight hours, and last night the 
Cabinetmakers’ Union held a meeting to fur- 
ther eight-hour tation. The ilding 
Trades Council of that city is boycotting prom- 
inent builders who refuse to employ union 
men. The nine-hour system has been largely 
adopted in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Pittsburg, Memphis and San Fran- 
cisco. In the latter city some trades have 
been running on the nine-hour rule for three 
years. 

Last Monday 3,000 New York barbers met 
and resolved to strike against working 100 
hours a week for from $9 to $13. They want 
the shops to close at3 o’clock, excepting on 
— 25 when 10 o' clock is fixed for closing; 
and on Sundays they will work until l20’clock, 
which means a reduction from 100 to 80 hours 
— rome. Recently the New York jewelers 

eld a mass-meeting against low wages. The 
Street Railway Employes’ Association of New 
York persuaded their employers, after a 
three-and-a-half-hours’ talk, into paying sta- 
blemen $12.25 per week. Even the grave- 
diggers of New Yorkand Brooklyn have or- 
ganized against graveyard wages. The half- 
holiday movement has taken deep root in 
New York. The bluestone dealers of New 
York have asked their workmento not work 
for those employers who refuse to join their 
association, and have offered to pay their ex- 
penses. A federation of book-keepers and 
office clerks in New York has already become 
astrong organization. Public meetings are 
held every week. One is to be held to-morrow 
to extend organization, and another in Brook- 
lynon Wednesday. The New York Central 
Labor Union, composed of upward of 150 
branches, has been obliged to make a new 
constitution for itself in order to transact the 
enormous amount of business which is being 
crowded in upon it. Lately a mass-meeting 
of German bakers was held in New York, 
when an effort was made to compromise on 
eleven hours a day. One boss baker exdcts 
106 hours per week and pays wages rang- 
ing from $3to $8, without board; including 
board, the wages average ee per week. The 
Central Union placed a boycott upon this 
employer. The hat salesmen of New York 
have organized to shorten their hours of la- 
bor and keep their stores closed on Sunday. 
The salesmen in the Hebrew establishmen 
are taking the leap. The Furniture Salesmen’s 
Union of that city is numerically very strong.
